Avila  College  has  been 
collaborating  with  R.N.’s  to  enable 
them  to  complete  degree  requirements 
since  1970. 

Throughout  the  past  ten  years, 
efforts  have  been  made  to  improve  and 
expand  the  N.L.N.  accredited 
program  and  to  meet  the  individual 
learning  needs  of  professional 
nurses. 

Recently,  a grant  from  the 
Department  of  Health,  and  Human 
Services  has  been  received  which  will 
facilitate  further  enhancement  of  the 
curriculum  and  services  offered. 

To  recognize  and  accommodate 
the  uniqueness  of  each  applicant,  a 
full-time  counselor/advisor  has  been 
appointed. 

She  is  available  to  meet  with 
prospective  and  enrolled  students  to 
discuss  options,  plan  programs  of 
study,  evaluate  past  academic  and 
professional  experience  on  an

stress  and  financial  management. 

A media  specialist  has  been 
added  to  the  department  nursing  staff 
and  provisions  for  refurbishing  the 
learning  laboratory  are  being 
implemented. 

Suggestions  for  making  classes 
more  accessible  and  available  to 
R.N.’s  continuing  their  employment 
are  being  explored. 

The  college  is  maintaining  its 
articulation  with  area  community 
colleges  and  is  offering  pre-requisite 
courses  at  St.  Joseph,  Children’s 
Mercy  and  North  Kansas  City 
Hospitals.

Program  Attracts 
Inactive  Nurses 

Through  funding  from  the  Jacob  L. 
and  Ella  C.  Loose  Foundation,  a 
program  has  been  designed  to  attract 
inactive  nurses  back  into  active 
nursing. 

The  purpose  of  the  Re-entry  to 
Nursing  Program  is  to  provide  the 
opportunity  for  and  assist  the  inactive 
nurse  to  become  actively  employed. 

The  program  is  designed  with  six 
hours  of  theory  being  conducted  at 
Avila  and  16hoursof  clinical  practice, 
done  cooperatively  with  a staff  nurse. 

At  the  completion  of  the  program, 
the  re-entry  nurse  will  be  willing  to 
work  one  eight  hour  shift  per  week 
where  clinical  experience  was 
obtained. 

In  the  Greater  Kansas  City  area, 
there  are  some  350  positions 
available  for  registered  nurses  to  be 
employed  even  after  new  graduates 
have  been  hired.
